W:lſon conſpired together to murder Col. Luttreil, the ſaid Gaddle went 
to the ſaid Caſey to the Stable of my Lord Chief Juſtice Deyn, where 
® Caſey wes Coachman, in order to borrow a Ciſe of Piſtols from him, 
having told Caſey the Deſign; that upon the ſame, the ſaid Caſey 
went into the Kitchen, where * a Caſe of Piſtols, which he 
took and lent to the ſaid Gaddle: That Cadale by the ſaid Grace's Di- 
rections, deliver'd the ſaid Piſtols, with Powder and Ball to the ſaid 
W:lſon, who, they alledge, has actually ſhot Col. Luttrell, aud that 
Mr. Grace paid him 30 Guineas for his Service, beſides a yearly 
Sallary during his Life. We hear, That no Perſon accuſes Caſey, but 
the ſaid Grace; and ſays, That he only was told the ſame by the ſaid 
addle ; upon which, having ſworn his Examination, my Lord Chief

however, it is thought, without very good Bail, he will be committed; 
and as God Almighty requires Blood for Blood, I wiſh the Saddle may 
| ſoon be ſettled upon the right Horſe, and that horrid barbarous Mur- 
der may bg reveng d upon the true Actors of the ſame ; as for Wilſon, 
if there be any Proof againſt him, his Charractor will be a great Means 
to give Kim. a Lift, for, they ſay, that he is an old Tenant to Newgate; 
and beſides, when he was examin'd before my Lord Chief Juſtice, 
he could give but a very indifferent Account of himſelf, for when my 
Lord ask d him where he lodg'd on the 2 2d of October, 1717,being the 
Night that Col. Luttrell was ſhot, he anſwer d, That he very well re- 
membred where he did lodge, bnt that he was advis'd td tell no body, 
until his Tryal, and then he would produce Witneſſes enough to 
prove where he lodg'd on the Night aforeſaid ; but his Reaſon for all 
this he would not tell.
